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In response to the Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance, which was attached 
to the Notice of Allowability (Paper No. 15), Applicants submit and respectfully request entry of 
the following remarks: 



The Examiner states that "the prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest forming 
islands such that cross-sections of the film have only one or two islands along the entire length. 
It appears that applicant's islands are a single, or two, continuous strand rather than the 
intimately mixed strand of Thompson (Col. 4, 11. 37-39)." See paragraph number 2 of page 2 of 
the attachment to the Notice of Allowability. 

To the extent that the Examiner's above-cited statement could be interpreted as implying 
that claims 2 and 3 are limited to one or two continuous strands, Applicants wish to make the
